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Time for Action at U.W. 


The University of Wisconsin Board of 


Regents has ordered & public hearing on 
charges which could result in the dismissal 
of a teaching assistant for his leadership 
role in the Oct. 18 campus violence 
surrounding the job interviews held by 
Dow Chemical Co. It is about time. 


There has been a lot of hairsplitting 


and wheel spinning about what ought to be 
done about 
the case. There is even 


supposed to be a split between U.W. 
President Fred Harrington, who wanted the 
regents to hold the hearing, and Dr. 
William Seweil. chancellor of the Madison 
campus, who said the hearing should be 
held by a committee of the university 
faculty. But it is fair to note that the 
campus disturbance took place more than a 
month ago. If there is any feeling of 
responsibility within the faculty organiza- 
tion to examine possible violations of 
proper conduct on the faculty, it is difficult 
to document. 


The people of Wisconsin are not so 


much interested in the particular teaching 
assistant who is involved, Robert Cohen. 
There are much larger questions about 
what is going on at the university which 
should get the public exposure which the 
regents' hearing could provide. 


Mr. Cohen has called President Harring- 


ton in public "a political hack" and "an 
uneducated moron." This will strike the 
citizen subject to the normal disciplines of 
his employment 
situation as quite a 


stretching of academic freedom which is 
supposed to mean the right to disagree on 
issues. 


The teaching assistant involved in the 


hearing has been a part of previous 
demonstrations at the university which 
have resulted in court convictions and 
violence after the normal rules of freedom 
of assembly were violated. Should not this 
record be taken into account as far as 
continued employment is concerned and as 
it might provide a precedent for like cases 
in the future. 


And there is the troubling question of 


the 150 faculty members, most of them 
teaching assistants, who tried to organize 
some sort of a strike in the wake of the 
Dow Chemical disturbances. What are the 
public responsibilities of such 
faculty 


members which the regents are charged 
with supervising? 


The people of Wisconsin also are aware 


that the regents are heading into unchar- 
tered waters which require caution. But the 
regents and the university administration 
must act. There are plenty of politicians 
anxiously waiting to declare that nothing 
has been done. 


New Philosophy on Poverty 


As it passed in the House last week and 


headed for a House-Senate 
conference 


committee, the scaled-down S1.6 billion 
extension of the anti-poverty program 
included a significant change in which an 
important part of the program is to he 
administered. 


The change represents a 
complete 


reversal of the thinking which went into 
community action programs in the first 
anti-poverty bill. The change came about 
through a practical welding of objectives of 
southern Democrats and urban Democrats 
to place control of community action 
programs within city or county govern- 
ment. In itself, this need not be bad. But 
there is plenty of cause for concern. 


When the first anti-poverty law was 


passed, its planners were proud of the 
provision which called for what was termed 
maximum feasible participation of the poor 
in directing community action programs. It 
was explained that the poor themselves, 
who had lost faith in existing welfare 
agencies, would be able to govern commu- 
nity action projects. Why the reversal in 
philosophy on the part of the House 
Democratic leadership? 


The anti-poverty bill this year was in 


trouble to an extent that its passage was 
doubtful. Southern Democrats have com- 
plained of social changes which have come 
about through community action programs 


outside the control of local government 
which opposes such changes. Democratic 
city machines have grumbled about not 
being able to control what could be a good 
source of patronage jobs and money. The 
House votes were needed, and the change 
in administrative control was made to get 
the votes. 


A case can be made for the change in 


policy. There have been instances in which 
elections under the existing structure 
proved little aside from apathy. And Rep. 
Edith Green, D-Ore., author of the amend- 
ment, said there were too many instances 
of waste of federal funds by agencies 
administering community action programs 
and that elected local officials could better 
be assigned this public responsibility. 


This will be true in many communities 


like Appleton where municipal government 
can be assigned responsibility to direct 
such community action programs as may be 
authorized in the future. But this does not 
erase the worries rising from the motiva- 
tion for the change from southern Demo- 
crats and Democrats from the large cities. 


The anti-poverty program has not been 


exactly free of public concern, as other 
House amendments putting a ceiling in top 
salaries and a restriction on political 
activity have confirmed. The change in 
direction of the community action program 
will demand a still closer monitoring of the 
anti-poverty law. 


Credibility Gap in Japan 


The "credibility gap" between Presi- 


dent Johnson and the American people has 
an echo in Japan because of the current 
emphasis upon an early return of Okinawa 
to Japanese control- 


In his speech on board the USS 


Enterprise on Veterans' Day. President 
Johnson spoke of the terms needed for 
peace. "First, there shall be no territorial 
changes that do not accord with the freely 
expressed wills of the people concerned." 
The Japanese and Okinawans are quick of 
course to point out that the United States is 
explicitly denying such wills on Okinawa. 


The Japanese have conveniently forgot- 


ten what led to the American occupation 
and administrative control of Okinawa. 
Today at least a fourth of the people in 
Japan have no memory of the war and very 
few now alive had anything to do with the 
episodes and the militarist point of view 
which led to the decades of Japanese 
aggression in Asia. They back away from 
any consideration 
of military measures 


One War Is Called Off 


The announcement from Cairo that the 


war between Royalists and Republicans in 
Yemen is over is somewhat 
remarkable. 


Wars are not usually called off without 
clear-cut victories, at least among the 
explosive people of the Middle East. We 
must suspect that this war was something 
of an artificial one from the beginning. 


On the surface it didn't sound that way. 


Adbullah es Sallal revolted against the 
ruling Imam Badr, an absolute monarch in 
a nation used to nothing else. But while the 
Republican forces seized the capital, the 
Royalists holed up in the mountains and 
showed no sign of surrender. It became 
apparent that the insurrection was stimu- 
lated from Cairo and arrogant President 


which might conceivably be necessary to 
prevent Chinese Communist domination of 
the continent. 


There may be a certain amount of 


blindness on this attitude. Leaders of all 
non-Communist nations in Asia may be 
unconsciously relying upon the American 
military presence to provide them with 
protection so that they can go on about 
their business without bothering about 
maintaining an army. Or perhaps this is 
merely a hard-headed, realistic attitude in 
the knowledge that the United States does 
not dare withdraw its forces from Asia. 


At any rate there is a subtle inference 


that the aggressors in the world today are 
not Asiatics at all and that avowals of self- 
deterrninism for all peoples by Americans 
have little validity when such determinism 
interferes with American interests in Asia. 


Japanese leaders may not want the 


United States to withdraw from Asia. But it 
is not politically astute to say so. And the 
complaints about American policies may 
well grow in volume in the next few years. 


Nasser sent perhaps 50.000 Egyptian troops 
to raise his prestige as a molder of regimes. 


But Egyptian troops are not the greatest 


fighters in the world even against other 
Arabs. Despite Egyptian aircraft and artil- 
lery, the Royalists, supplied by Saudi 
Arabia, remained immovable. The Arab 
League began to put pressure on Nasser to 
withdraw his troops and of course the 
debacle of the June war with Israel was the 
final blow. Disillusioned Republicans over- 
threw Sallal and their new leader, Abdel 
Rahman Iryani, immediately sought agree- 
ment with the Royalists. 


As a troublemaker. Nasser has his place 


in history. But so far he's been quite unable 
to exploit the trouble he makes.

But everybody knows that 


'•amateur" tennis is a bald lie. 
The so-called amateurs often 
do better than the pros: Their 
expenses and under-the-table 
money can amount to more 
than the pros make honestly, 
and such expense "reimburse- 
ments" aren't even taxable. 


The U.S. Lawn Tennis Asso- 


ciation, however, has been the 
most adamant member of the 
world federation in opposing 
"open" tournaments, and in 
sustaining the hypocritical fic- 
tion of "amateurism" in ten- 
nis. 


Their open mouths prearh 


"purity," and their closed eves 
overlook the heavy subsidiza- 
tion of the amateur field. 


As Herman Davis, chairman 


of the All-Engl9nd Club, blunt- 
ly put it in announcing an 
"open" Wimbledon for !9tj8: 
"Everyone knows thai ama- 


teurs are earning their livings 
from the game and, frankly, 
earning them dishonestly. The 
only straight people left in 
lawn tennis are the profession- 
als, who earn their money 
honestly and openly." 


Of all games, tennis purports 


to be the most chivalrous, 
honorable and courteous; and 
if any game is designed to 
build character in young peo- 
ple, it is tennis. Yet cynicism 
sets in at an early age. when 
the aspiring young tennist sees 
that his "amateur standing is 
under-pinned by lush living, 
rich perquisites, and undercov- 
er payments. 


The men who have long 


controlled the game in Ameri- 
ca are a pompous and preten- 
tious lot, who like to think of 
tennis as a closed corporation 
operating for the pride and 
pleasure of "our sort." But 
"our sort" has ill-treated the 
game, and hindered its popu- 
larity far more than helping it. 
The false country-club aura 
with which they have sur- 
rounded the game makes it 
anathema to millions of poten- 
tial players. 


Golf was once a "class" 


game, but it did not flourish 
and capture the imagination of 
the American people until it 
was democratized. In my view. 
it is not one one-tenth as 
exciting or challenging as ten- 
nis, but has a hundred times 
more players and spectators - - 
and supporters

Rebuke Aimed 
At President's

- Sends Resolution 
: To Full Senate

WASHINGTON (AP) - It's 


an oblique rebuke to President' 
Johnson but it is of dubious' 
value. 


The Senate Foreign Relations 


Committee has approved and 
sent to the full Senate for its ap- 
proval a resolution intended to 
curb the power of Johnson or 
any president after him in using 
the armed forces abroad. 


The full Senate is unlikely to 


act on it this year. It may never 
do so. The committee may not 
press for action. And even if the 
full Senate eventually approves 
the resolution, Johnson and all 
other future presidents can ig- 
nore it. 


Effect of Law 


For this reason: He would 


have to pay attention to it if it 
icere a joint resolution passed by 
both House and Senate. That, 
would have the effect of law. 
But a resolution passed by 
House or Senate alone does not. 
so it can be ignored. 
;Then why did the committee 
bother with the resolution at 
all? It's the product of discon- 
t|p.t among some senators with 
the war in Vietnam. Its roots go 
back three years, leaving some 
Senators self - conscious about 
w hat they did then. 


After North Vietnamese torpe- 


do boats attacked U.S. destroy- 
ers in the Gulf of Tonkin in the 
summer of 1964. Johnson asked 
Congress to approve a resolu- 
tion authorizing him to use the 
armed forces if necessary to 
stop Communist aggression hi 
Vietnam. 


"He didn't ask for just a resolu- 


iion by House or Senate. He 
asked for a joint one. and he 
asked for prompt action. Both 
houses gave it to him. Gradual- 
ly, American involvement in 
Vietnam got deeper until now it 
is a war. 


Critics Multiply 


~As the war dragged on. John- 
son's critics in the Senate multi- 
plied, as they did elsewhere 
Both House and Senate have a 
more direct way open if they 
want to disapprove the war. 
They can rescind the Gulf of 
Tonkin resolution. 


But no one is suggesting that. 


That would be a total rebuke 
but would probably mean Amer-
